humane conſiderations, but .on the contrarie 
- have not harkened to the promiſes and promoti- 
a ons which the Romane Church offered vnto mey 
and haue Joſtthe triendſhip of many perfonages, 
whom neuertheleſſe I will not-leauero fouc, and: 
honour , and you principally, Sir, whoſe veriu ; 
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and good opinion I haue euer much eſteemed, 


and defired, Theſe conſiderations infuſe ahope 
into mice that you will relliſh well my'reaſons, 
which briefely, and ſummarily T will here. ſer 
downe. oi; "M ; 
" Giue meleauethento tellyou, Sir, thatwhen 
I was the moſt zealouſly addied to the Romane 
Religion, Thad notwithſtanding this perſwaſion 
that Religion is not ſubje to men , how great 
and learned ſoeuer they be, but that they are ſub. 
jetroReligion. I alſo then held Religion to be 
the Ruleof ſaluation giuen by G o Þ to men, to 
which euery man ought to be ſubjected, it being 
not permitted to-any one to exempthimſelfe, or 
to'change, or diminiſh it. ',And.thereupon en- 
uiring of ſome of the Roman,Church (whom 
{repurad the moſt learned) where this Rule was 
given by Good, they anſwered that it was con- 
rained in that booke commonly called the Bible, 
and that it waspeculiarto this booke onely to be - 
ſtiled the Yord of GOD. According to their in- 
formation(hauing firſt inuoked G o Þ for increaſe 
of knowledge )I ſetmy ſelfe to reade this booke, 


and having read intentiuely all the Goſpel}, I was- 


much aſtoniſhed to finde almoſt nothing in it- 
that had beenertaughe me. I plainely perceiued 
that it was not there commanded to inuoke the 
Saints, '\nor to render any feruice ro Images, nor 
ro facrifice Ivsvs Curis rt, nor'to adore the 
Hoaſt, nor to pray to Go» without vnderſtan- 
ding : I alſo clearcly ſaw thatthere was no men- 
Dn. t10n 


_ tron made of Purgatorie, nor of Lent, nor-of 
Maſles., nor of Merits, nor of Monkesi, not of 
diuerfe Orders ofReligion,nor of the Primacy of 
theRomanChurch.Ina word,I found few things 
there, which I thoughtto be expreſsly comman- 
ded in the Wordef GOD ; nay quite contrary, I 
found many paſſages contradictory to thoſe 
things which in former time Ihad.learned. 

Being in this Labyrinth, Ithought the next 
way to get out was , toaddreſle my elfe tro ſome 
of the greateſt Schollers ofthatReligion, and to 
1mplore their aide. Which I did, and receiued 
this anſwere fromthem , that it was notfor mee 
to-reade the Holy Scripture , and to enquire af- 
terthings which paſſed my capacity. Alſo __ 
told mee that the: Catholicke Roman Churc 
had fo ordained, to which:;the holy Scripture 
ſends vs, ſaying thatit is the pillar and the prop 
of Verity. 1 Tim.z. verſ.15. Who heares not the 
Church,ought to be held for a Pagan, and aPub- 
lican. Mat;18, and Insvs Curls: faith to.S., 
Peter ,. 7 haut. prayed that thy faith faile thee not : 
which :manifeſteth. vnto vs ,. that the Roman 
Church founded-vpon Saint Ferer.cannoterre in 
faith.: 
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ertaine vnto mee ? If I had bookes of loueor + 
ables, they would nottake them from mee, and 

yet they will depriue me of chat booke, which 
they themſclues affirme to be theword of Gov. 
And if ( as they ſay ) itbenot to be read but by 
the learned, no man' ſhould cuer read it, ſince 
thatno-man can be learned in it before hee haue 


_ readit.I had thought that men had read the Scrip- 


ture to become learned in Piety, and to attaine 
to that heauenly wiſdome, which out-ſhines all 
humane wiſdome as much as the Sunne a candle. 
I alſo affure my ſelfe that the Scribes and Pha- 
riſes were as learned as any now aliue, and as 
conuerſant in the Scriptures as any of the Ro« 
man Church, and yet wee finde that Cunisrt 
being demanded by his Diſciples why the 
Scribes, and Phariſes vnderſtood him not , an- 
fwered; that to them was not giuen to know the 


ſecrets ofthe kingdome of God. Yetthe Papiſts 


would perſwade vs that a man may belearned in 
the Goſpell before he read it. VVhy do they al- 
ledgeto mepaſſages of Scripture, fince they will 
not permit mee to ſec whether theyalledge them 
faithfully orno. I would have them to ſhew mee 
the places which they cite to proue the autho- 


_ riry of the Roman Church. As for that —_

where the Church is called the pillar, an 

prop of —_ » Ifinde that there is no mention 
at all made of theRoman Church, no-morethen 
of the Greeke, or Syrian. I may adde alſo, thar

gans,but this did not fice it from error. The fame 
may alſo haue happened to the Churchof Rome, 
As concerning the paſlage , which ſayes, thar 
hee who hearcs not the Church ought to be held 
as a Pagan, anda Publican; hee that reads the 
precedents, and ſubſcquents ſhall ſoone perceiue 
that theſe words ſerue not to prouec that the Ro- 
man Church , whichthey call Catholike that is 
to ſay Vniuerſall)) ſhould be judge in deciding 
controuerſies ofReligion, Firſt, becauſe in that 
lace the Roman Chuch is not named, Second- 
y, becauſethar there it is not ſpoken of centro- 
ucrſies of religion, but of a quarrell betweene 
two brethren. Thirdly, itis euident thatche Ca- 
tholike, or vniuerſall Church is not there meant ; 
for to take vp aquarrell betweene two Þrethren 
wee ſhould in vame-cxpeatheiudgement of the 
Church vniucrtall:: by che Church. then' ia this 
place is meant thePaſtors , -and Conduttors of 
ſome Church particular, endeauouring to. ap-

The third paſſage is that which moſt offends 
mee; for this ſeemes to mee to be a hard confe- 
querice; I haue prayed that thy faith fajle nor, 
Peter : then the Roman Church cannoterre.
